A MOTHER'S TRIPLE CRIME.

Wanted Them to Go to Heaven.

JERsEY CiTY, July 2.—Mary O'Connor,
45 years old, living at 43 Walter avenue,
this city, murdered her three children at
two o'clock this morning by cutting their
throats with a razor. She says she first
tried to kill them with a carving knife, but
she did not succeed. Edward, the young-
est, lay in bed with her; she killed him
first ; then went to a crib beside her bed
in which were her two eldest children,
David aged 6 years, and Francis aged 4},
and murdered Francis, he being on the side
of the crib nearest the bed

Her husband all this time lay on the floor
atthe foot of her bed, asleep. He was
awakened by the dying struggles of his
eldest child. When he saw what his wife
had done he ran out of the house crying.
Mrs. O'Connor says she has been sick for a
time, suffering from malaria, and has been
unable to take care of her children and she
thought that by killing them they would
2o to heaven, and that there was no other
cause for her killing them. She was ex.
amined by Judge Peloudet this morning
and committed to the county jail.
The body of anuther victim of the Sea-
wanhaka disaster, an unknown man about
35 yearsold, was picked up this meorning
off Fourman street, Brooklyn.
Mrs. O'Conner has been ill three
months with malarial fever. had grown
very dispondent, and feared the expenses
of her sickness would bring her family to
starvation. Her husband, a sober indus-
trious man, was devoted to her
in her illness. and cheerfully pro-
cured every comfort she required.
He says that being startled by a child’s
ery he sprang up and hurried to the back
room, whenee the cry eame. lle lita
match and thé. sight be discovered he says
set him wild. In one corner lay the dead
body of the oldest boy, and across the bed
he saw the bloody face of the baby and
Frank. They were covered with
blood and their little faces  stiff
and stark in death. -He then saw
the crouching form of his wife with the
blood-stained razor in her hand, looking
at the tloor, he ran to the street and cried
forhelp. Mr. O'Connor says they always
lived happy and had no trouble.
| The heads of the two oldest children were
almost severed from their bodies. Mrs. -
Conner was taken to police headquarters
when found in the room after the murder,
she appeared cooller and eollected and
said she killed the children to send them
to heaven. She could not take care
of them, and now was satisfied, they
were well off. She appeared very weak in
body, and to all external appearances
seemed to appreciate the situation. She
answered all questions in a elear and com-
posed manner. She was held for further
examination and removed to prison.

THE BRITISH PARLIAMENT.

Parnell’s Irish Bill Begten-—-The Bradlaugzh
Admitted.

Loxpox, July 1.—After the Bradlangh
affuir bad been settled in the House of
Commons last night, debate on Mr. Par-
nell’s Irish relief bill was resumed.
The Right Hon. William E. Forster,
chief seeretary for Ireland, announced
that he could not aceeept the measure.
Mr. Parnell moved that further debate
on the bill be fixed for Saturday
next, but Mr. Fosster objected,as that day
was wanted for discussion of the zovern-
ment relief bill. Mr. Parnell's motion was
negatived by a vote of 62 to 22,
The House did not adjourn until 3:55
o’clock this morning, owing to the pro-
tracted debate on the Bradlaugh question.
After the passage of Gladstone’s resolution
Bradlaugh advanced to the table but im-
mediately withdrew before the bar, on an
intimation that the resolution should first
be made a standing order before he could
affirm it.

Bradlaugh Admitted.
This afternoon Mr. Bradlangh made af-
firmation. He signed the roll amid silence
and took his seat at the furthest point
below the gangway.

INUNDATED.

The Immense Duam Caused by the Break-
ing of the Illinols Levee-

Cuicaco, July 2.—A special dispatch
from Quincy, IIL, to the Times says that
the most intense excitement prevails in
that portion of the eountry inundated by
the breaking of the levee. This embank-
ment protected an extent of country 70
miles long and from 5 to 12 miles wide.
Yesterday fully one-third of this area was
under water. The crevasse at the Cincin-
nati Landing is half a mile wide and
other breaks have occurred.

Mr. Freemor and his family, who were
reported drowned, were saved, but there
are others who are believed to have been
lost. Ilorses, cattle and other stock have been
drowned, houses and barns swept away,
and crops destroyed. The state fish
ponds near Fall Creek are obliterated and
several hundred thousand fine fish washed
out by floods.
